As of July 11, 1996, everything is right-on-schedule for the QSLing of the July 1995 5A1A 
operation. Toly naturally has all the original copies of the paper logs, and after a HD crash after 
Dayton he's gotten all the Q's re-entered. A copy of the original paper logs and the computer 
disks have been sealed with the Ukrainian Customs Seal and were sent to me for N4AA, 
EXPRESS MAIL early morning July 11 for a 4 to 6 day delivery. (Four to Six day delivery) 


Toly has all your cards sent long ago to the orig. OM and LZ megrs., and will start answering 
these today, 7/11/96. He had been asked to wait for INDEXA material to insert since they were 
one of the three $2K "sponsors," (along with YAESU and NCDXF) However since he has not 
rcvd the material after 4 weeks INDEXA told him he could start responding to QSL requests 
without the inserts. 


Immediately after Dayton Toly also said he could take direct requests to his personal address; 
Anatoly Kirilenko, P.O. Box 439/3, Kiev-151, 252151, Ukraine, with only a couple of bucks or 
equivalent IRCs for return postage. These, along with ones sent to the LZ & OM start being 
answered today. 


For any "U.S. stations" who haven't QSLed, Carl Smith, N4AA of QRZ-DX will be able to 
fulfill your requests, requiring only an SASE. He has the cards now, and will have the paper 
logs and the computer disks in 6 or 7 days. While not necessary, it is O.K. to QSL to N4AA 
even tho. you sent another to one of the original mgrs, and it won't be frowned upon like 
"hogging ten insurance QSOs." In fact you may get your card more quickly through N4AA. 


If any have been waiting to help reimburse Toly a small amount for some of the financial 
commitments he assumed in order to put this country on, (with his not knowing he'd have to eat 
his debts for ten months,) the "5A1A DXpedition" account is still open, and checks can be sent 
with your QSL requests to N4AA, or to K2ENT, or to me, W4BRE.
